Atlantic Allies reaffirmed

They did so in a brief joint 
declaration pledging the entire 15- 
nation NATO alliance to support 
Berlin and reject the Soviet ulti­ 
matum to the West to get out. 
The declaration was drafted by

B r i t a i n , 
France, West Germany, Italy and 
Canada. 
Dulles Addresses Council 
It was being approved by the 
full NATO Council and was ex­ 
pected to be published this eve­ 
ning.

this morning after U.S. Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles told 
the group the Soviet would not 
risk war over Berlin.

would be “a beginning that might 
end in disaster.”
